As carly as 1841 merchants thoro had. con- 
ceived the plan of a regular line of steamera 
to New York, but it’ was not until six. years 
later that they succeeded in starting the Qooan 
Steam Navigation Company under the manage- 
ment of o ‘board of directors in New York, 
aftor s postal treaty had bean concluded between: 
the United States and Bromen. The first 
vessel to leave tho river Woser’ for New York 
was ~the Washington in 1847. In . conss- 
quence of inefficient management the company 
had to ontor into liquidation in 1853, but 
nothing daunted’ the Bremen ryndicata con. 
tinued the service with two steamers, the 
Hansa and the -Gérmania, it would seem 
however without euccess, for both vessels wore 
sokl in 1857, . 

In tho meantime steps had been taken to 
organize amore powerfal company and thanks to 
the exortions of Mr, H. H..Meyer, whose name 
hasainee become a household word not only in his 
native, town but in commercial circles far and 
wide, and tloge associated with him, the pro- 
spectus ofthe Norddeutschor Tiloyd was ixsned

besides o-tug eervioe on the Weser which was 
soon oxtended to Hamburg, Four large scrow 
steamers for. thea Atlantic service were 
ordered in Englaid' and Scotlond and on Juno 
19,1858, the first of them the Weser sriled 
for New York carrying 100 tons of goods, one 
firat olasa ond 13 stearage passengers, The 
verse] was 324 foot in length, and 42 foot, across 
the beams, the ‘eugines being of 700 hp, She 
was luxurionsly fitted up for thot time, with 
bathrooms &c.,’ possessed accommodation for 60 
first class, 110 second: olass and 40] steerage 
passengerr.
